O One who is not made weary by the entreaty of those who 
entreat. Give me to drink the coolness of Your pardon and the sweetness of Your forgiveness and 
mercy. Ali then said to him: “O servant of Allah is that your supplication?” The man said: Did you hear 
it? He said: “Yes”. He then said: I supplicate with it after the end of every prayer. I swear by the One in 
whose hands are the soul of al-Khidr, if you had sins that were as numerous as the stars of the heavens, 
rain drops, the stones and sand grains of the earth, your sins would still be forgiven faster than the 
blinking of an eye.”
